Russia Recrosses River Lonmica ^

There has been no relaxation in 
the intensity of the fighting be­ 
tween the French and Germans in 
the various sectors of the line in 
France from the region of 
Sois- 
sons, eastward through the Cham ­ 
pagne and into the district north 
of Verdun. 
Victories are recorded for both 
sides— for the Germans along the 
Laon-Soissons road in the pene­ 
tration and destruction of French 
trenches and in the Champagne, 
north of Mont Teflon, where the 
German forces had been repulsed 
with heavy casualties; and for the 
French in the 
Verdun 
section, 
where, 
in a mighty effort, 
the 
French have taken German lines' 
along a front of 1 ^ miles and to 
a depth of about 2-3 of a mile. 
Claims Conflicting. 
The success of the Germans 
north of Mont Teton was obtained 
by 
persistent 
counter 
attacks 
against positions lost last Saturday 
in which the loss was extremely 
heavy. 
While the German

office asserts that 
all

positions 
were 
recaptured, 
the 
Paris official communication says 
the German troops only regained 
a footing at certain points in trench 
elements. 
Artillery duels and small opera­ 
tions carried out by raiding parties 
constitute the fighting situation on 
the line where the British are fac­ 
ing the Germans. 
Intensive air 
fighting is still in progress in this 
region, in the latest of which six 
German machines 
were 
driven 
down and three others were forced 
down out of control, by British 
airmen, whose machines all 
re­ 
turned safely. 
Russians Fall Back. 


The Russians in eastern Galicia 
have been forced, 
for 
strategic 
reasons, to evacuate the town o f 
Kalusz and take up a position on 
the north side of the Lomnica 
river. 
The important crossing of 
the Lomnica was made secure by 
the Russians after they made their 
retreat. 
Previous to this retreat 
the Germans carried out persistent 
attacks on Kalusz 
but the 
Rus­ 
sians had repulsed all 
of 
them. 
Serious fighting has taken place in 
the immediate region for the vil­ 
lage of Novica, the Austrians cap­ 
turing it but later being driven out 
by the Russian reserves. 
Heavy 
artillery fighting con­ 
tinues along the northern Russian 


front. 
In Rumania, along the Danube, 
thé Russian scouts captured a vil­ 
lage and most of its defenders blit 
later abandoned the position. 
In 
none of the other 
theaters has 
there been a battle of any great 


moment.

The county court was again occu- 
plod yesterday with the trial of cases 
on the misdemeanor docket and one 
of the most important rases tried was 
that of Lizzie Reed .a negro woman, 
on the charge of local option viola 
lion.

St. Paul, Minn., July 17.— Frank 
J. Dunn, convicted of hiring gunmen 
to kill his wife, was sentenced to life 
imprisonment in the state 
peniten­ 
tiary by Judge Hugo Hanft in 
the 
Ramsey County District Court. 
The jury which found Dunn guilty 
announced its verdict after having 
deliberated 1 hour and 49 minutes. 
Dunn showed 
110 emotion when 
the 
verdict was read. 
Judge Hanft im­ 
mediately pronounced sentence. 
A stay of sentence, asked by Dunn’s 
attorney, Daniel W . Lawler, was de­ 
nied by the court. 
Mr. Lawler an­ 
nounced that he would take an ap­ 
peal to the state Supreme Court and 
might also make application in Dis­ 
trict Court for a new trial. 
Mrs. Alice McQuillan Dunn, divorc­ 
ed from her husband, was shot and 
killed in her bed, as she slept beside 
her sister, April 26. 
The state cited 
as motives for Dunn’s part in 
the 
case that he grew tired of paying $70 
monthly alimony and that he wanted 
to marry again, his wife having re­ 
fused, 011 religious grounds, to com­ 
plete divorce. 
Joseph Redenbaugh, Frank McCool 
and Mike Moore, three men implicat­ 
ed in the murder of Mrs. Dunn, were 
all convicted previous to Dunn's trial, 
and all are in prison. 
The trial of 
Dunn brought out an attempt 
on 
Dunn’s part, back in 1915, to procure 
men willing to murder Mrs. Dunn for 
a large sum of money. 
Pa y s Mo ney to Mo nta na n*. 
A1 Brown and S. C. Ferdig, both of 
Montana, testified for the state that 
Dunn in the summer of 1915 had of­ 
fered them $10,000 to slay his wife 
and that they then had compelled 
him to pay $5,000 to keep them from 
telling the story. 
Their story and 
that of Dunn differed in material sub­ 
stance only as to whether or not Dunn 
had made them an offer to kill his 
w'ife or whether they obtained 
the 
money from him by pure blackmail 
after the Dunn separation suit. 
In telling of his transactions with 
Brown and Ferdig, Dunn declared the 
Montanans had pointed out to him 
that they were four to one against 
him— that they and their wives would 
testify against him unless he 
paid 
them the money they demanded. 
He 
said he gave Ferdig $1,000 at 
one 
time and the two of them $4,000 at 
another time. 
\ 
“ Did you at any time,” 
Dunn’s counsel, “ ask these men to kill 
your wife, or offer them money to do 
so?” 
“ No,” replied Dunn.

Dunn denied having any dealings 
with Joseph Redenbaugh, Frank Mc­ 
Cool, or Johnny Doyle, through Mike 
^Moore. 
He admitted 
he 
had 
met 
Moore at Chickett’s saloon, but denied 
that he ever had mentioned a proposi­ 
tion fer the slaying of Mrs. Dunn. 
Asked about his marriage and sep­ 
aration from his wife, Dunn said he 
lived with her just seventy days; that
